Mosquitos carrying West 
Nile virus have been detected in 
Andover, and local and state 
health officials huddled 
Wednesday morning to put 
together a plan to spray, should 
the town choose that course.

Town gets a hand from state to slow 
comprehensive permits

Andover and other towns are 
getting some relief from the recent 
onslaught of comprehensive 
building permit applications. In 
response to increasing public pres- 
sure, the state Department of 
Housing and Community Devel- 
opment has issued changes in reg- 
ulations relating to the Chapter 
40B Comprehensive Permit Law 
that, taken together, make it a little 
easier for communities to reject 
applications for such permits. 

“By and large, I think it’s a step 
in the right direction,” said Plan- 
ning Director Steve Colyer of the 
changes. “This softens the blow 
quite a bit.” 

Comprehensive permits are 
controversial because they allow 
developers to ignore local zoning 
regulations in return for building 
projects in which at least a quarter 
of the units are sold or rented at 
reduced rates to people whose 
incomes qualify as low or moder- 
ate. 

If towns reject these applica- 
tions, or place burdensome condi- 
tions on them, the developers can 
appeal to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee. 

The changes to the state regula- 
tions apply to the conditions under 
which a town can reject an appli- 
cation, the requirements for site 
approval, and the methods for tab- 
ulating a town’s total affordable 
housing stock. Here are the ones 
that are relevant to Andover: 

® COUNTING NEW UNITS: Once a 
town approves a comprehensive 
permit, it can immediately add the 
project’s affordable units to its 
affordable housing total. This is 
beneficial to towns, because once 
10 percent of a town’s housing 
qualifies as affordable according 


to state standards, developers can 
no longer appeal local ZBA deci- 
sions to the state. Adding to the 
total more quickly will help pre- 
vent comprehensive permit pro- 
jects from piling up in a town that 
is close to the benchmark. This 
change will apply to AvalonBay’s 
project if it is approved and the 
company accepts any conditions. 

* PRIOR APPLICATIONS: If a 
developer applies for a variance or 
a special permit for a project and 
is rejected by the town, the devel- 
oper must wait 12 months before 
redesigning the project and apply- 
ing for a comprehensive permit. It 
is unclear whether this rule will 
apply to developer Lou Minicucci, 
who intends to resubmit his Pow- 
dermill Square project as a com- 
prehensive permit; the town did 
not reject the project, but it 
approved it with more than 40 
conditions, and a neighborhood 
resident began litigation against it. 

* RECENT PROGRESS TOWARD 
AFFORDABLE HOUSING MINIMUM: If 
a community’s total level of 
affordable housing, as measured 
by the state, has increased by two 
percent or more of its housing 
total within the past 12 months, a 
new developer cannot appeal ZBA 
comprehensive decisions to the 
state. This will prevent compre- 
hensive permit projects from pil- 
ing up in a town at too great a rate. 

® SITE APPROVAL BY A FINANCING 
AGENCY: Before a developer can 
submit a comprehensive permit 
application, the developer must 
have a site-approval letter from a 
qualified subsidizing agency, such 
as the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Authority. The new rules 
expand the criteria that a project 
must meet in order to gain site 
approval.

The new regulations go into 
effect on Aug. 31. 

“There are going to be people 
who don’t think this went far 
enough, and there are going to be 
people who think it went too far,” 
said Colyer. 

Andover has handful of com- 
prehensive permit applications 
that it is either currently handling 
or is expected to see soon. 

One example is the one whose 
public hearing the Zoning Board 
of Appeals finally closed on Tues- 
day night after nine months: Aval- 
onBay Communities. 

AvalonBay is seeking to build a 
136-unit luxury apartment com- 
plex on the site of the Monastery 
of St. Clare on River Road, near 
the Tewksbury border. The area is 
zoned for single-family residences 
on plots of at least one acre. The 
board is likely to vote on the 
application at its deliberation 
meeting on Sept. 10. 

Another example is one the 
board decisively rejected on Aug. 
9, the application of Joseph 
Zagarella to build 12 townhouses 
on three-quarters of an acre on 
Lowell St.; it was the Andover 
board’s first comprehensive per- 
mit ruling in 13 years. Zagarella 
appears likely to file an appeal 
sometime soon. 

The third comprehensive per- 
mit application that is to be con- 
sidered by the town is for 78 
townhouses in Ballardvale, filed 
by local developer Bill Perkins. In 
addition to Powdermill Square, 
another project being considered 
for a comprehensive permit appli- 
cation is one by Pulte Home Corp.

State OKs ban on smoking, limited days remain before lighting up is illegal in all town restaurants

Crush that butt. Town Clerk 
Randy Hanson said last week that 
the town’s amended smoking 
bylaw has been approved by the 
state attorney general, and the 
Andover Board of Health is 
poised to act on it. 

\t Town Meeting in April, res- 
idents agreed to remove the vari- 
ance to the bylaw that currently 
allows just four bar-and-restaurant 
establishments in town to have 
smoking areas. Hanson said that 
now the law must be posted for a 
90-day public comment period. 

But Public Health Director 
Everett Penney said that his legal 
advisors tell him the law can be 
put into effect before that period 
is over. He said that he and Health 
Communities Tobacco Awareness 
Program Director Diane Pickles 


have already had conversations

“We talked to them about the 
feasibility of immediate imple- 
mentation,” said Penney. “They’re 
all prepared to go ahead. I told 
them that the Board of Health 
would probably come up with a 
time frame that would be mutually 
agreed upon between us and them. 
We understand that it will be a dif- 
ficult thing for some of them to 
do, and they have to let their cus- 


tomers know.” 

Penney said that the health 
board would likely decide at its 
next meeting, on Sept. 10, on the 
exact date the law will take effect 
and how much notice they will 
give the establishments in ques- 
tion. He surmised that the new 
rules will probably take effect in 
October, and business owners will 
probably be given two weeks’

If the offending establishment 
is a place like a convenience store 
that sells tobacco products, penal- 
ties for the second and third 
offenses are accompanied by sus- 
pensions of the new retail tobacco 
license that such places will need 
to hold, according to the new law.

notice. After that time, the Park 
Street Pub will be the only estab- 
lishment in town where smoking 
is permitted, because it is classi- 
fied as a stand-alone bar. 

“We aren’t interested in prose-

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want to get compliance and 
implementation as soon as possi- 
ble.” 

The new regulations also ban 
cigarette machines in town, of 
which there are currently two. In 
addition, they provide for stiffer 
penalties for selling tobacco to 
minors, and create a local retail 
tobacco license that can be 
revoked for the same offense.

r’S AN HISTORIC YEAR for Andover. This 

year, Andover officials say they’ll need the 

town’s first-ever general override of Proposi- 
tion 2 4, just to maintain existing town pro- 
grams. The town will finish building two new 
schools, watch a troubled safety-center project 
inch forward and deal with the side effects of 
the largest sewer expansion in town history. 
Paid to oversee all of this is Andover’s town 
manager. 

Is he doing a good job? 

That's something the members of the Board 
of Selectmen are elected to answer. In annual 
evaluations, selectmen should both praise the 
town manager for the good work he’s done, and 
let him know where they will demand better 
results. Ensuring that Andover has an exemplary 
leader — and that this leader is making sure cap- 
ital projects are progressing appropriately — is 
the single most important task selectmen have. 

But selectmen haven’t always treated evalua- 
tions as important assignments. In 1998, the 
year after two members suggested that it was 
time for a new manager, selectmen failed to 
compile an evaluation. This year, selectmen 
have delayed discussing the evaluation twice, 
though it is reportedly on their Sept. 10 agenda. 

Andover selectmen — and, more importantly, 
the people of Andover — cannot afford to have 
these evaluations passed off as a second-tier 
assignment. The selectmen are the only people 
who can hold the manager accountable for his 
work. A thoughtful, thorough critique of the 
town manager will assure residents about the 
quality of their government, its leaders and its 
ability to carry out the grand designs that resi- 
dents have funded.

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Federal budget surplus is a hoax 


Editor, Townsman: 

What is a federal budget surplus? 

There has been much political dis- 
cussion and rancorous public debate 
about the federal budget surplus, 
why it is less now than six months 
ago, and concerns about protecting 
Social Security trust fund assets. It is 
difficult to fathom the charges and 
countercharges of fiscal irresponsi- 
bility and profligate spending with- 
out first understanding what the fed- 
eral budget surplus actually is. Let’s 
start with some facts: 

¢ There is no huge pile of cash sit- 
ting in a federal vault; 

* federal revenues, regardless of 
source, are generally commingled 
and used to pay obligations; 

* the Social Security trust fund 
assets consist of bonds issued by the 
US Treasury Department — there is 
very little cash; and 

* the trust fund 
oxymoron. 

So where did the surplus money 
go? The simple answer is: it has 
either been used to pay current feder- 
al obligations or to pay down the 
national debt. However, according to 
the US Treasury’s Bureau of Public 
Debt, the national debt has actually 
increased during the past two years. 
The Social Security trust fund is an 
especially interesting study in federal 
accounting techniques. FICA payroll 
taxes paid by you and your employer 
are the revenue source for the trust 
fund. Under existing federal law, 
FICA revenues that are not needed to 
support monthly payments to retirees

and other current trust-fund obliga- 
tions are automatically transferred to 
the US Treasury. The US Treasury 
issues a special obligation bond (read 
debt) to the trust fund — a promise to 
pay back the revenue with interest at 
a future date. The US Treasury then 
uses the cash to cover current federal 
obligations or debt reduction. The 
trust fund counts the US Treasury 
IOUs as assets. Currently, these 
assets are valued at about $ 1.1 tril- 
lion. Government and independent 
Studies suggest that the financial 
machinations described above work 
until about 2016. At that time, Social 
Security obligations (read real cash 
needs) will exceed expected FICA 
revenues (read real cash) and the 
trust fund must then liquidate US 
Treasury IOUs to meet cash flow 
needs. 

Here is an observation: generally, 
the people who will contribute to the 
trust fund through their FICA payroll 
tax deductions in 2016 will be the 
same people who will support the US 
Treasury’s need to pay off previously 
issued IOUs. For readers with me so 
far, it should be reasonably clear that 
the US taxpayer pays twice for the 
same benefit and the federal govern- 
ment is allowed to spend money that 
heretofore had been defined as an 
“asset” under federal accounting 
rules. 

What is a federal budget surplus? 
It is an illusion, a hoax, and a game 
of numbers.

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Before he passes bar, local law student may have his first client — himself

A third-year law student at the 
Massachusetts School of Law on 
Federal Street may prosecute his 
first case before he passes the bar 
exam. If he does, it will be a doozy 
of a first case: Thomas Walsh of 
Springfield is thinking about suing 
the state agency that has to grant 
him his law credentials. 

Walsh is peeved with the Mass- 
achusetts Board of Bar Examiners 
for changing their requirements for 
admission to the bar after he 
already completed some of them. 
Specifically, last year he took and 
passed the Multistate Professional 
Responsibility Examination 
(MPRE), which is required by 
most states in addition to the bar 
exam, and is designed to measure 
a person’s understanding of legal 
ethics. Walsh received a scaled 
score of 83; a passing grade at that 
time was 75. 

In March of this year, however, 
the Board of Bar Examiners made 
some changes, one of which raised 
the MPRE cutoff to 85, just above 
Walsh’s score. The board provided 
for people passing at the lower 


standard to take this past July’s bar 
exam at that standard for the last 
time. The problem for Walsh is 
that he was planning to take the 
bar next year, not this year, and so 
according to the new rules, he will 
have to take the MPRE over again. 
He believes this is unfair, and that 
he did not receive adequate notifi- 
cation of the change. Now, he 
wants the board to grandfather him 
and students in his situation so that 
they can sit for the bar whenever 
they choose to take it, or at least 
within the next couple of years. 

“I agree with raising the stan- 
dard,” said Walsh, 25, who com- 
mutes the hour-and-a-half from 
Springfield to Andover three days 
a week to go to school. “But when 
they do it in such an arbitrary and 
capricious manner, it becomes 
unfair. Requiring someone to take 
and pay twice for an examination 
they already passed is quite bur- 
densome, especially when you're 
working and paying your own way 
through law school.” 

A former legislative intern for 
State Rep. Cheryl Rivera (D- 
Springfield), Walsh has written let- 


ters to her and every other state 
legislator in Massachusetts, as well 
as to the US Congressional dele- 
gation from Massachusetts. He 
says that US Senator John Kerry, 
Congressman Richard Neal, State 
Senate President Thomas Birm- 
ingham, and a slew of other state 
legislators have written letters to 
the Board of Bar Examiners on his 
behalf. 

He has also written letters to the 
board himself, and to all 49 other 
boards of bar examiners in the 
country, to find out what their stan- 
dards are. He notes with amuse- 
ment that he has already spent 
more on postage than the cost of 
registering for the MPRE. 

“Frankly, I don’t know whether 
he’s right on the issue, but I’m glad 
he’s pursuing it,” said Michael 
Coyne, associate dean of the 
Massachusetts School of Law, 
although he disagreed that students 
were inadequately notified of the 
changes. A letter from the Board 
of Bar Examiners was posted in 
the school cafeteria, where Walsh 
said he happened to notice it, but 
could easily have overlooked it. 


In fact, Walsh’s stand appears to 
be in keeping with the spirit of his 
school. Progressive and reform- 
minded, the school is accredited as 
a college, but it is not certified by 
the American Bar Association, 
because the school’s administra- 
tors do not agree with many of the 
ABA certification standards. 
Admissions standards pointed) 
address an applicant’s entire life 
experience rather than just LSAT 
scores, and tuition is much lower 
than at most law schools. College 
literature addresses itself to stu- 
dents who aspire to be lawyers 
more for humanitarian than for 
monetary reasons. 

“We are looking for unusual 
people who, when they see an 
injustice, try to right it,” said 
Coyne. “(Walsh’s) approach is 
very atypical for a law student 
Most would follow along like 
sheep.” 

One of Walsh's professors, 
when questioned, said she was 
asked by the administration not to 
comment on the issue 

Board of Bar Examiners Execu- 
tive Director Elaine Vietri defend- 


ed the new rules, saying that stu- 
dents were allowed to take the July 
2001 bar exam under the old stan- 
dard only because there was no 
Opportunity prior to that to retake 
the MPRE, so the same standard 
applied to everyone at the same 
time. Vietras said she and the 
board were “very familiar” with 
Walsh and his complaint. Asked 
whether she thought the board 
might alter the regulation, she said. 
“I can’t speak for the board, but 
they have answered a number of 
congressmen, and so far they have 
not changed their minds.” 

Walsh said he does not have a 
lot of time, because if he is forced 
to take the MPRE again, he n 
do it in November in order to take 
the bar exam in February. He said 
that if he does not get a 
response from the board sometime 
soon, he will file suit in federal dis 
trict court in Springfield, naming 
the Board of Bar Examiners and 
the state Supreme Judicial Court

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Middle East strife moves temple trip to the beaches of... Cuba

Anyone who would like to sign 
up for a preapproved trip to Cuba 
can call... Temple Emanuel? Yes, 
Rabbi Robert Goldstein recently 
received permission from the US 
government to lead a mission to 
Cuba in December. Members of 
the Jewish congregation on 
Haggetts Pond Road have been 
signing up since May, and the 
attendance roster is 15-strong. 
There’s room for about 25 alto- 
gether, and Goldstein said that 
anyone can call him who is inter- 
ested in going. It won’t be neces- 
sary to be Jewish to have a good 
time, either, even though govern- 
ment regulations allow trips to the 


communist state only for religious 
or study groups. 

“You're not supposed to go to 
Cuba and just sit on the beach,” 
said Goldstein, “although I should 
say that we are going to spend 
some time on the beach.” 

Goldstein said that he has led 
several trips abroad with members 
of his congregation over the past 
decade, four of them to Israel. 
Political unrest in that country is 
keeping them away this year, how- 
ever, and he wound up picking 
Cuba as a destination. 

“T think it’s an interesting 
place,” he said. “Not many people 
go to Cuba. I also have a congre- 
gant who was born there.” 


In addition, noted Goldstein, 
Cuba has become a major tourist 
destination for Canadians and 
Europeans. But is it a destination 
of any interest to Jewish people in 
particular? 

“There is a small Jewish com- 
munity in Havana,” said Gold- 
stein. “There are Jewish commu- 
nities everywhere.” 

He said they will meet with 
members of that community and 
join them in observing a Saturday 
evening Sabbath. The Temple 
Emanuel group will be leaving 
Andover on Dec. 23 and returning 
on Dec. 30, and they will spend 
their time visiting sites of histori- 
cal and religious interest, as well

Door closes on 
Will Hall Friday 


What will happen to town money? 


By Rebecca Piro 

It seems the idea of turning Will Hall into a senior center is finished 
as of tomorrow, Friday, when selectmen are scheduled to terminate the 
building’s lease. What’s not Clear, from conversations with those 
involved in the effort, is how much of the $900,000 raised to fund the 
project is still sitting in the bank, and whether donors — including the 
town — will get any of it back. 

The town gave $500,000 as seed money for a senior-center project 
in 1997. The Friends of Andover Seniors raised an additional $403,000 
in private donations — falling well short of the $5.2 million needed by 
tomorrow to meet the lease requirements with Phillips Academy, 
owner of Will Hall. 

Last spring, project manager Phil Tuminelli told the Townsman that 
seniors had spent about $320,000 on preparatory work including 
schematic and architectural designs for Will Hall. He did not return a 
phone call this week to update that figure. Elder Services Director 
Jeanne Madden says that money came out of the $500,000 town gift. 

Seniors also paid professional fundraiser Butcher, Nolan & Briggs 
for six months of work, which ultimately resulted in findings that 
seniors could not raise the $5.2 million alone. Fundraiser Jim Butcher 
declined to comment on how much money his company had charged 
the seniors, but confirmed that he had settled all accounts on the 
Andover project as of April. 

Other people directly involved with the Will Hall effort could not 
offer much more information. 

“I have no connection with the Friends,” said Bob Zollner, former 
steering committee chairman for the project. He says the committee 
dissolved shortly after the project’s defeat at Town Meeting in April. 
Financial information should come from the Friends, he added. 

But Friends member Rita Carrier couldn’t shed any light on the 
money question. “The Friends have nothing to do with it anymore,” she 
said. “Call Doreen Correnti.” 

Correnti, Friends president, refused to comment, other than to state 
that she’s no longer involved in the project. 

Friends member Larry Ardito offered the little he knew about the 
money situation. “This is what I understand,” he said. “Any monies 
given on a contingent basis have all been returned.” Donations that 
were given for a specific purpose in the renovation of Will Hall. and 
that were not used for that purpose, were returned to the givers, con- 
firmed Madden. 

The seniors have not heard from the selectmen, who promised to get 
in touch before making a final decision on Will Hall, says Dorothy 
Bresnahan, Council on Aging chairwoman. 

“Right now we have nothing to say except that there is nothing to 
say,” she says. 

If selectmen terminate the lease with Phillips Academy tomorrow, 
school administrators will have to rethink their plans for Will Hall, 
says Sharon Britton, PA director of communications. The school has 
used Will Hall as a dormitory this summer but will not use it to house 
students come fall, she says. 


Elevator advice 
Stuck between floors? Don’t panic 


In the unlucky event that the elevator in which you are riding fails 
to open, Dep. Jim Dolan advises you to keep these thoughts in mind: 


* Don’t panic. There’s plenty of airflow inside an elevator, so 
there’s no chance of suffocation. The elevator is not likely to plum- 
met, either, because it is suspended by seven cables — each one which 
is designed to support the elevator at full capacity. 


* Use the phone or call box inside the elevator to contact the ele- 
vator company. The elevator company and the fire department will 
arrive on scene and work together to bring the elevator down to the 
closest floor and pry the doors open. 


* If the call box or phone doesn’t work, bang on the doors and yell 
for help. Don’t try to climb out through an escape hatch at the top, and 
don’t try to open the doors yourself. 

“(Opening the doors) is not something you can do with your Mac- 
Gyver knife,” Dolan says. “(The doors) are made so you can’t do 
that.”

C-R-E-A-K! 

The elevator door inside the 
Barnard Building on Main Street 
Slowly slides shut. Then it’s silent 
inside the small, dark-paneled 
cubicle until a low rattling begins, 
signaling the elevator’s grinding 
ascent upwards. 

Not many riders seem to notice 
it — or for that matter, the elevator’s 
chipped tile floor, the broken pan- 
eling or the inspection certificate 


posted inside, expired as of 


December 1999. Resident Nancy 
Skaliotis, for example, marches 
into the elevator without a second 
thought. “I don’t worry about it. 
I've used it for years!” she says 
brightly. 

That seems to be the case with 
most of the elevator’s riders. “I 
don’t even think about it,” says 
Grace Smith of North Andover. 

Ann Hanson is an employee at 
Vincenzo’s, a restaurant on the 
second floor of the Barnard Build- 
ing. “I’ve never had a problem 
when I've used it,” she says. 
Hansen adds that she often looks 
at elevator inspection certificates 
while she’s riding, and she’s duly 
concerned about the safety and 
maintenance of elevators. “Thats

should be on top of it,” she says. 

So is Hansen aware that the ele- 
vator she trusts displays a certifi- 
cate that is almost two years 
expired? 

“Oh!” she says with surprise. 

Tom Belhumeur, owner of the 
Barnard Building, denies that the 
elevator is two years overdue for a 
state inspection. The state Dept. of 
Public Safety backs him up. 

“An inspection was just done 
two months ago,” says Charlie 
Murphy, elevators coordinator at 
the Department of Public Safety. 
He adds, however, that a new cer- 
tificate is not posted because a 
state inspector found 30 inches of 
water in the elevator’s “pit” — not 
enough to shut the elevator down, 
but enough to withhold the certifi- 
cate of inspection until the state 
deems the situation rectified. 

The Barnard Building is cer- 
tainly not the only elevator with- 
out an up-to-date certificate post- 
ed. The elevator in Town Offices 
has an inspection sticker that 
expired in May, and an elevator at 
Memorial Hall Library doesn’t 
have a certificate on display at all. 
Andover High School’s elevator 
certificate is 10 months overdue. 
The Balmoral Building on Bal- 
matal Street, is, more than five

months expired. And the build- 
ings’ Owners aren't necessarily to 
blame. In many cases, the state is. 

There’s no doubt about it, says 
Murphy — the state is way behind 
on inspections, and there’s no sign 
it’s going to catch up soon. 

In all, there are 33 inspectors to 
cover 32,000 elevators in Massa- 
chusetts, he says. Andover has 198 
of those elevators in 126 different 
locations. All those elevators are 
on different inspection schedules 
and are managed by different ele- 
vator Companies 

“We don’t have enough inspec- 
tors, and there are too many (ele- 
vators),° says Murphy 

Andover’s elevator inspections 
are further behind than larger com- 
munities like Boston, because new 
elevators are added to the list ev ery 
year as developers construct more 
buildings, Murphy adds 

The certificate inside the Town 
Offices building, for example, 
expired in May. “We submitted 
our applications for annual inspec- 
tion on June 5,” says Joe Piante- 
dosi, Plant and Facilities director 
for the town, who coordinates 
safety and maintenance for all 
eight elevators in town-owned 
buildings. That's not 60 days prior

Fricka F. 
Leistikow 


Was active in 
the local community 


Longtime Andover resident Dr. 
Fricka F. (Reinisch) Leistikow, 89, 
formerly of Maple Avenue, died 
Sunday, Aug. 26 at Holy Family 
Hospital in Methuen. 

For years, Dr. Leistikow was a 
fixture downtown as she was an avid 


walker who also enjoyed voicing her 
opinion, especially about politics. 
She kept a close eye on 


Andover’s rundown sidewalks and 
wrote numerous letters to the editors 
at The Eagle-Tribune. 

When she was struck by a car 
while walking near King’s Subs on 
Bartlet Street several years ago, she 
was forced to use a walker, but it 
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didn’t slow her down. She would use 
the walker to make her daily trip to 
the mailbox at the corner of Maple 
Avenue and Elm Street. 

In May, 1999 she made news 
again when her home was burglar- 
ized. The intruder knocked her to the 
floor and she was stuck on the floor 
for an hour until help arrived. While 
her arm and chest were bruised, her 
determined spirit was not, as she was 
able to give police a description of 
the assailant. 

Her life spanned the globe. She 
was born in Pilsen, Czechoslovakia, 
and her family later moved to Vien- 
na, Austria, where she received a 
classical education in Greek and 
Latin. She was an avid mountain 
climber and walker in her youth and 
throughout adulthood and graduated 
from the University of Vienna with a 
doctor of law degree. 

A refugee from Nazi-occupied 
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Austria, Dr. Leistikow moved to the 
United States in 1938 and lived in 
New York City. Married at the time 
to an American journalist, James 
Aronson, during World War II she 
worked for the 
newspaper 
guild.

In fact, Major was ready to pre- 
dict back in June how Stapczyns- 
ki’s review — which typically con- 
sists of numerical ratings com- 
bined with comments — would go. 
“We will determine whether 
(Stapezynski) has had a good year, 
a very good year, an exceptional 
year, etcetera,” he said. 

But that attitude is exactly how 
evaluations can go wrong, says 
former selectman Bill Downs, 
who speaks from personal experi- 
ence. As a selectman from 1997 to 
1999, Downs says the evaluation 
discussions behind doors were 
often open and honest. What the 
public heard, however, was a dif- 
ferent story. 

“The results were never that 
great, but (selectmen) never 
brought them up at the meeting,” 
Downs claims. 


In 1997, the selectmen were 
split down the middle as to 
Stapczynski’s performance, 
Downs remembers. But the 
numerical scores each selectman 
gave to the town manager aver- 
aged out to a 75 percent — a pass- 
ing grade for the town manager. 

Gerry Silverman had the 
opportunity to evaluate both 
Stapezynski and prior town man- 
ager Ken Mahony during his 18 
years as selectman. 

“Was (the process) it effective? 
Now you’re dealing with politics,” 
Silverman says. “Numbers can do 
anything you want. (On a scale of 
one to five,) you can give a town 
manager a one on one end and a 
five on the other, and it averages 
out.” 

In 1997, Downs suggested ask- 
ing Stapczynski to move on, but 
he was outvoted. “I voted not to 
renew his first contract, and I still

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feel the same way,” Downs says. 

This time around, Stapezynski 
has nothing to worry. about come 
evaluation time, says former 
selectman Larry Larsen. “I don’t 
see this board having any strongly 
negative feelings about Buzz. I 
think he’s safe,” he says. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold, who 
remembers evaluating the town 
manager when he was on the 
board from 1995-1997, isn’t so 
sure that’s a good thing. 

“At certain times, we were very 
supportive of the manager, but at 
certain times we were very critical 
as well. It’s a mistake for any 
selectman not to be like that,” he 
says. “Constructive criticism is a 
good thing. That’s how you learn.” 

Larsen, however, remembers 
from personal experience that cri- 
tiquing is not an easy thing to do. 
(Selectmen) realize that this is a 
person toward whom we all have 
sensitive feelings. There is no 
desire to hurt anybody,” he says. 

But allowing that reluctance to 
prevent an open and honest cri- 
tique does not serve the town well, 
Larsen says. 

“(A town manager evaluation) 
is the most important job (for the 
selectmen),” says Larsen. “And I 
don’t think — our board included 
— that I have seen any board of 
selectmen do it especially well. 
Sometimes the selectmen actually 


hide behind the process.” 

That’s what happened in 1998 
when then-Selectman Larsen and 
current Selectman Major designed 
an evaluation form, and then did- 
n't go through with compiling the 
individual evaluations. 

“People get bogged down in 
the instruments, as 
opposed to sitting 
down and talking pub- 
licly as five people 
about the town manag- 
er and his job,” Larsen 
says. 

“To me, it’s an 
important (process), 
because it’s a chance 
for good dialogue in 
terms of things people 
think are going well or 
not going well,” French 
says. However, French 
declined to discuss 
whether Stapczynski 


has any weaknesses as town man- 
ager. “It’s not a process that any- 
body enjoys, but it’s an important 
one,” French adds. 

“I don’t think people like the 
feeling of being confronted,” 
agrees Larsen. “You’d much 
rather walk in a parade.”

“I think Buzz is still Buzz.” 
says Larry Larsen, a vocal critic of 
Stapcezynski, and a selectman 
from 1991 to 2000. “I’ve said 
many times that he’s a very fine 
man, but the town needs to define 
what it wants (in a town manager). 
He’s a day-to-day administrator.” 

Larsen will not comment 
directly on Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski’s performance on 
current projects, such as the safety 
center, sewer and new schools, but 
he remembers well the positives 
and negatives regarding Stapcezyn- 
ski years ago. 

“T felt at the time - and I’m not 
in the thick of it at the moment — 
that Andover needed someone 
with a bit of vision and a sense of 
where the community was going 
and how to get there. I was always 
frustrated that I didn’t see that 
happen,” he says. 

“His strengths are his people 
skills and his ability to manage 
day-to-day affairs of the town. I 
would say his weakest points are 
being confronted with people and 
being direct, and having a sense of 
vision for the town,” Larsen adds. 

Former selectman Gerry Sil- 
verman, who was on the board for 
18 years, was part of the board 
that chose Stapczynski for the job 
in 1990. The board at that time 
was looking for “‘a people person,” 
says Silverman. Stapczynski has 
since gone on to live up to his 
expectation, he adds. 

“He’s good with people, he’s 
involved with the community, he’s 
a team player,” Silverman says. 
He denies that the Andover High 
School renovation project — 
which fell more than a year behind 
schedule and swelled to millions 
of dollars over budget - can be 
pegged on the town manager. Nor 
can officials and voters look 
accusingly at Stapezynski for the 
lagging safety-center project, or 
any other problems that may arise 
with the other multi-million-dollar 
projects the town is currently fac- 
ing, says Silverman. The out- 
comes depend just as much on 
how the selectmen direct the town 
manager to handle them, he says. 

Bill Downs, another former 
selectman, disagrees. The projects 
and town goals Stapcezynski is 
charged with overseeing are not 
going well, he says. 

“The high school (project) was 
two years late. The public safety 
center is going to be late. (The 
youth-center project) is probably 
going to end up like the senior- 
center (project).” 

Downs especially is concerned 
that Andover officials agreed to 
buy a hovercraft for the fire 
department for $46,000 in 1997 
without proper discussion at Town 
Meeting and a clearly-understood 
vote for the purchase. 


“That was poor judgment,” 
Downs says. “I like him as a per- 
son... but I think this town is too 
big for him.” 

Charlie Wesson, also on the 
board that chose Stapezynski for 
the job in 1990, says he’d vote for 
the town manager all over again. 

“Buzz had the No. 1 credentials 
out of anyone in the state,” he 
says. “He had a great background 
as far as his state contacts. He was 
a person who seemed to be able to

“My position is that we should 
spray at this point,” said Mont- 
gomery on Tuesday. “(Culex pipi- 
ens) prefer birds, there’s no ques- 
tion about that, but they will bite 
humans.” 

Montgomery noted that Culex 
pipiens is also the species that 
prefers artificial containers to nat- 
ural wetlands for breeding, which 
is why residents have been urged 
to eliminate sources of standing 
water on their properties. 

Montgomery was slated to 
attend Wednesday’s meeting in 


Assessing the threat 


Officials have found the West Nile virus-positive mosquitos they’ve 
been gunning for, but they still say the risk is low, because these mos- 
quitos, Culex pipiens, are predominantly bird-biting rather than 
human-biting. So how does this virus spread to humans? 

“How does a primarily human-biting mosquito get the virus?” 
echoed Assistant Health Commissioner Ralph Timperi. “First, it has to 
bite a bird, then it has to live long enough to seek a second blood meal 
from a human. It’s a complicated chain of events, fortunately.” 

Timperi explained that mosquitos have a very short lifespan, per- 
haps one or two weeks, and it is common for them to feed only one 
time in their lives before laying eggs and then dying. Some may get the 
chance to feed more than once, he said, or some may never eat at all 
before they die. Based on Tuesday’s results, West Nile virus appears to 
be quite prevalent among local Culex pipiens, which Timperi said is a | 
relatively rare species. Its rarity, combined with the infrequency with 
which it bites humans, makes the risk factor a low one. 

Even when people do get the virus, the average healthy adult is 
unlikely to develop serious problems. Flu-like symptoms are the most 
common, which are treatable with antibiotics. However, in the worst- 
case scenario, the virus can trigger encephalitis, swelling of the brain.

Andover, along with town Health 
Director Everett Penney, Tewks- 
bury Health Director Thomas Car- 
bone, and the superintendent of the 
Central Massachusetts Mosquito 
Control District. Montgomery said 
the meeting was to “coordinate our 
activities and put together a plan to 
spray, so that everybody has a clear 
idea of what we'll do if we do 
spray.” 

But that decision will be multi- 
lateral, and Andover health offi- 
cials on Tuesday seemed inclined 
to side with Timperi. 

“My feeling is that we’d have to 
have some kind of human case.” 
before the town sprays, said Board 
of Health Chairman Doug Dunbar. 
“If we have an overwhelming 
amount of cases in mosquitos, and 
it seems likely we're going to get a 
human case, we could do it then 
too, but we don’t have that right 
now.” 

Dunbar said that any decision 
about whether to spray will be 
taken in consultation with Board 
of Selectmen as well as state offi- 
Cials. 

“It was our understanding that 
we would not spray unless the 
Board of Selectmen, the Board of 
Health, and the state health depart- 
ment are convinced that it’s the 
right thing,” said Dunbar. 

“Just from what you've said, | 
probably would not do any spray- 
ing immediately,” said health 
board member Joseph Pele when 
informed of the developments. 
“My basic philosophy is that 
unless it’s really necessary, | 
wouldn’t do it.” 

But Pele acknowledged that 
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Unlike Andover Board of Health members, Walter Mont- 
gomery says the town should spray for mosquitos. 


“the chemicals probably are a lot 
less toxic than they have been in 
the past,” and Montgomery said 
that the benefits of spraying out- 
weigh the costs. “This is an activi- 
ty that is done routinely in many 
communities and has had absolute- 
ly no adverse effect, and it’s been 
done for decades.” he said. 

“T talked to Walter today about 
planning for spraying, and to me 
we're not there,” reaffirmed Tim- 
peri. He said that the mosquito sea- 
son is nearing its end, and there are 
only a few weeks left before the 
weather gets cool and all mosqui- 
tos start dying off. But he did reaf-

health department has been issuing 
all along. 

“We're still seeing an increase 
in virus prevalence, and until we 
get on the other side of that curve 
there’s still a risk of finding it in 
human-biting mosquitos,” he said 
“It's extremely important to con 
tinue to remind people that you do 
need to pay attention, and you do 
need to reduce your exposure 
mosquitos.”

to the expiration date, as the state 
requests applications to be submit- 
ted, according to the inspection 
certificate. 

But, says Piantedosi, “(The 
dates) are very close. That’s 
acceptable, because it’s only a 
short time in between. And they all 
have been getting inspected every 
month (by the private contractor).” 

Murphy doesn’t exactly agree 
that it’s an acceptable arrangement. 
But the state has little choice but to 
look the other way. “(Piantedosi) 
knows we can’t get there on time, 
so he’s holding his money for a 
few more months,” he says. 

The state wrote back last week 
that it would conduct a sweeping 
inspection of all the town elevators 
on Sept. 10, Piantedosi says. He 
adds that the inspections will 
update all the town elevators suffi- 
ciently, as their expirations are all 
“within that time frame, or very 
close.” To the town’s credit, 
Piantedosi says the elevators in 
Memorial Hall Library expired 


only last week, which means the 
town’s application for reinspection 
was well within 60-day window. 

“I feel very confident that our 
elevators are well-maintained and 
safe,” says Piantedosi. “It’s a 
frightening experience when 
someone gets stuck in an elevator. 
It used to happen routinely before I 
first came here.” 

Since then, Piantedosi says he 
has worked to create a comprehen- 
sive preventative-maintenance pro- 
gram including monthly elevator 
inspections conducted by a private, 
contracted, specialty company. 
The town takes elevator safety so 
seriously, he says, that the last time 
he can remember someone getting 
stuck inside an elevator was two 
years ago. 

Managers of the Balmoral 
Building have a similar monthly 
preventative maintenance contract 
for what property manager Mike 
Charron calls “the world’s slowest 
elevator.” But several residents still 
called the company repeatedly 
when they noticed five months ago 
that the certificate was expired. 
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for vour home - we're located off Route 28 
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Charron finally posted a sign 
inside the elevator to alert residents 
that the state had received the 
renewal application, but hadn’t 
gotten around to inspecting it. 

“We filled out the application 
and sent in the ($100 fee),” says 
Charron. “Then we are at the 
mercy of the inspector.” 

A few people have gotten stuck 
in the Balmoral’s elevator during 
the last two years, Charron says. 
“It’s aged and it’s bound to have a 
few problems. But it’s safe.” 

Murphy agrees that an eleva- 
tor’s outdated certificate does not 
necessarily signal danger. 

“Elevators are set up with all of 
the safety devices that are intended 


to shut the elevator off in case of a 
malfunction,” he says. “If (the ele- 
vator) is running, its safety devices 
are running.” ; 

Not many people call the state 
department to complain about a 
particular elevator, and Murphy 
says very few elevator accidents 
occur throughout Massachusetts. 

“(The most serious ones) are 
usually someone who got hit by 
the door,” he says. “If they’re a 
frail person, they might break a 
bone.” Accidents also occur when 
an elevator cab fails to stop com- 
pletely level with the floor, caus- 
ing a person exiting to trip. 

Fire Deputy Jim Dolan says he 
has personally participated in three 


elevator rescues within the last 
year — two at Marland Place and 
one at One Elm Square. “We keep 
an eye on it. The state doesn’t 
always come through in a year 
because there are so many eleva- 
tors in the area.” 

On the other hand, if the build- 
ing owner or manager does not 
send in the application fee for rein- 
spection within a reasonable time, 
the state will issue a delinquency 
notice, says Murphy. If the build- 
ing owner fails to respond, a state 
inspector will post a notice on an 
elevator to warn the public that it is 
not in state compliance. Ultimately 
the state will shut down an elevator 
that is not inspected, he adds.

Renovation 
complete on 
Pearson Farmhouse

gee Farmhouse is up for 
sale — and at quite a mark-up. 

Builders uprooted the 19th- 
century home from the Phillips 
Academy campus in January. 
The Pearson Farmhouse is now 
fixed on a new foundation at 305 
South Main St. — just down the 
street from its former location at 
254 South Main — and its could 
soon have a new owner. 

Builder David Barrett is ask- 
ing for $699,000 for the 1860s 
farmhouse, built by Joseph Pear- 
son and acquired by Phillips 
Academy around 1915. 

Barrett bought the house for 
$1 from PA and spent about 
$50,000 to move the house down 
the street. PA had planned to raze 
the building to make way for a 
double hockey rink project cur- 
rently under construction. 

The restoration included 
rebuilding the house’s porches, 
restoring the siding and remod- 
eling some of the interior, says 
Barrett, who put the finishing 
touches on the house this week. 

“Everything inside and out 
was brought back to its original 
state,’ says Barrett. He says he 
installed pine flooring on the 
house’s first floor, rebuilt the 
chimneys and repaired damaged 
moldings. 

“The theme was... to try to 
keep it authentic,” he says 

The house has 10 rooms and 
2,800 square feet of space, 
including four bedrooms and two 
and a half bathrooms.

NEW PHYSICAL EDUCATION COORDINATOR 
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Natural affinity with Andover

HEN BRIAN MCNALLY leaves Lexington 
W public schools to start his position as 
Andover’s new physical education coordi- 
nator next month, it will be one part new start, and 
one part reunion. 

For one thing, McNally’s first teaching job out of 
college was in Andover, at East Junior High (now 
Doherty Middle School), where he 
taught health from 1981 to 1983. He 
worked with, among other people, his 
soon-to-be predecessor, Dick Bourde- 
lais. 

“I've known Dick for over 20 years, 
and he’s done an outstanding job with 
the program. I hope to carry on what he 
started,” says McNally, who lives in 
Derry, N.H. He says he will be working 
with other familiar faces, too. “A lot of 
people that I worked with 20 years ago 
are still there today. There’s probably a A 
good half dozen or more who are still © 
there.” 

McNally also knew some of his 
soon-to-be coworkers before they 
arrived in Andover. As Lexington’s physical educa- 
tion and athletics coordinator, a position he has held 
since 1993, McNally hired Dave Fazio, now 
Andover’s basketball coach and physical-education 
instructor. Secondary School Physical Education 
Teacher of the Year Carol Martini also came to 
Andover from Lexington. 

“One of the things that makes both Andover and 
Lexington great school systems is that they highly 
value what physical education brings to the school,” 
says McNally. “I told my colleagues here, the only 
school system I would even consider leaving Lexing- 
ton for would be Andover.” 

McNally’s affinity with Andover predates his first 
teaching job: he grew up next door in Lawrence, and 
he student-taught health and physical education in

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Andover while attending Springfield College, where 
he received a bachelor’s degree in physical educa- 
tion. After teaching here for two years, he decided to 
leave New England to attend graduate school, and he 
got a master’s degree, also in physical education, at 
Washington State University. When he returned to 
the area in 1984, he secured a teaching and coaching 
position in North Andover. 

McNally’s career as an administrator 
| has moved from the general to the spe- 
cific. In North Andover, he rose to 
become the director of health, physical 
education and athletics. In Lexington, he 
| dropped one of those areas when he was 
hired as coordinator of physical educa- 
| tion and athletics. Now, in Andover, he 
| will coordinate physical education alone. 

“Andover does it right,” he says, by 
separating the three areas. “If you want 
to have a quality program in each area, 
| you need to have one person dedicated 
to each one.” He says that the demands 
of being an athletic director are so time- 
consuming that in his other jobs he felt 
like he didn’t have enough time to devote 
to physical education. 

“Physical education is what I went to college for,” 
he says, “and I look at the Opportunity in Andover as 
a chance to get back to that.” 

McNally seems ready, like the other people in 
Andover’s department, to spread the PE. gospel. 

“You have the opportunity to reach ey ery student 
in the school through physical education.” he Says. 
“You have the opportunity to educate them in things 
that will affect them for the rest of their lives. Ey ery 
study that’s out now shows that people who are phys- 
ically active live longer, healthier lives.”

VISIT TO THE PARK on Saturday, Sept. 15 will not be just another 
walk in the park. Thirty Andover residents will be among 120 
artists displaying their work at the 27th annual Andover Art in 
the Park exhibit. Fine art from all over New England will be shown in 
the Park, next to Town Offices, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Expect 3,000 additional people to crowd the lawn as they peruse the 
displayed works. Though the exhibit continually draws a large crowd, 
the range of art work always changes. Oil and watercolor usually have 
the most entries, but “sometimes you'll have so few photographers you 
wonder what happened to them, and then the next year there are 20 or 
30,” says Art in the Park spokeswoman, Diane Maroun. A recent prob- 
lem has been the reduction of sculpture submissions. “We used to have 
a much larger selection of sculpture. Three dimensional art is just as 
important as two-dimensional art,” she says. 

The only criteria for submission that artists must follow is that their 
work must fall into one of the eight categories judged: oil, acrylic, sculp- 
ture, graphics, photography, pastel, watercolor, and multi-media. Only 
one entry per category is allowed, however, each artist is encouraged to 
bring works from a range of prices to sell at the exhibit. 

A section of the exhibit has been set aside for local and out of town 
disabled artists. Vision, Strength, and Artistic Expression (VSA), an 
artist coalition, is on the roster of expected groups. “This is truly a jew- 
eled professional exhibit,” says Madelaine St. Amand of the Andover 
Commission on Disabilities. 

Admission and parking are free. 

The scheduled rain date is Sept. 16. 
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Art in the Park will take place from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday, Sept. 15 this year, the 
same day as the Know Your Town Fair, which will be held at a new location: in front of Town 
Offices, at 33 Bartlet St. The Know Your Town Fair goes from 9 a.m. to noon.

Young cartoonists 


turn paper into art, 
with blue-ribbon results

HAT DO THE NAMES WALT DISNEY, 
Harold Gray and Charles Schulz have 
in common with Carter Letsky, Emily 
Lin, and Ashley Korberg? For starters, all are fea- 
tured artists in the International Museum of Car- 
toon Art in Boca Raton, Fla. 

So what’s the big deal? Carter, Emily, and 
Ashley are 5 years old. 

All are students of Betul Arin at the Andover 
Studio of Visual Art. “The officials of the contest 
told me it was an incredible result for my stu- 
dents,” she says. 

The three captured the top three awards in the 
4- to 6-year-old division. The contest is offered to 
children between 4 and 18, and winners have 
their work on display for one year at the first 
museum dedicated solely to cartoon art. The 
museum features more than 160,000 original 
works by cartoonists from all over the world. 

First-place finisher Carter Letsky had what 
Sarah, his mother, calls “‘an early interest in draw- 
ing and writing.” According to Carter, the cartoon 
is of “a rescue jet and a rescue hero, and the res- 
cue hero is in his rescue jet.” 


But this 5-year-old doesn’t stop with Crayola. 
“T also like to write books,” he says. “I make up 
books about the ocean. And I draw one picture 
for every page.” Continuing with his rescue 
theme, Andover’s own artist-in-residence has 
written a book titled, Bill and Bob, which is the 
story of two friends and their mishap with bal- 
loons. “He goes through a lot of paper,” says 
Sarah, laughing. 

Second-place finisher Emily Lin, also shares a 
passion for drawing. Though her mother, Sophia, 
suggested that she stop taking lessons during last 
winter, Emily had other plans. “She insisted that 
she go,” Sophia recalls. “She told her teacher that 
her mother wouldn’t take her to art lessons.” 
Emily’s drawing of a panda won her second 
place, and it was her attention to her own animals 
that deterred her from commenting about the 
panda to a reporter. 

Third-place finisher Ashley Korberg was also 
unavailable for comment. 

In addition to their own art exhibit, prizes 
included everything a young cartoonist needs: 
special drawing tablets, instructional videos, 
markers and free tickets to view their work.

Andover office space still hot item 


Space on Andover Street two-thirds full, won’t open until October 


By Adam Groff 

The economy continues to soften, 
but Andover office space continues to 
be in demand. Four out of six spaces 
have already been claimed in the new 
building at 28 Andover St., which 
won't open until October. 

The developer, Bill Perkins of 
Hearthstone Realty, said he hopes to 
claim one of his own office spaces in 
Andover one of these days. 

“Td like to move my office there,” 
said Perkins, whose office is currently 
in Tewksbury. “I live on Indian Ridge, 
just a mile from there, and my mother 
lives at Abbots Pond. But every place 
we put up, we have people move in.” 


Last year, Perkins acquired the 
Andover Street building, which had 
stood vacant for several years, and 
secured the variances he needed to 
renovate it. Now, he says, it has about 
13,000 square feet of rentable space. 
Although the leases haven’t been 
signed yet, he says he has law, parale- 
gal, and real-estate firms, as well as a 
medical practice, slated to move in. 
One of the expected businesses is Exit 
Group-One real estate with Brian 
Emmons as the owner. 

“T think it’s a case where quality 
always sells,” said Perkins of the inter- 
est. “All the people that call us live and 
work in the Andover area.” 


He said that a lot of smaller busi- 
nesses are more attracted to a small 
office in a suburban area close to a 
highway, than to a huge office park; 
and having Larry D’s Village Deli and 
(also soon to open) Phil’s Roast Beef 
on either side is nice, too. 

“| think there are not enough quali- 
ty spaces where businesses of under 
3,000 square feet can go,” said 
Perkins. 

He said that by next week, contrac- 
tors will begin putting in curbing and 
sidewalk in front of the offices, and 
landscaping will follow. Perkins said 
he would like the job to be complete 
by the first of October. 


Second Andoverite ponders bid for Lawrence mills 


Restaurateur and Andover resident 
Charles F. Daher is stirring excitement 
with his interest in five mill properties 
in the heart of Lawrence. 

Daher, 51, owns Commonwealth 
Motors in Lawrence and Plaistow, 
N.H., as well as Lawrence’s One Mill 
Street restaurant, itself in a restored 
mill office building. 

Chester F. Sidell, owner of the five 
properties, including the flagship Kun- 
hardt Mill Building on Island Street, 
characterized his talks with Daher as 
preliminary. Just three months ago, 
Sidell reached a sale agreement with 
Andover businesswoman Orit Gold- 
stein, only to watch the sale fall 


through over undisclosed environmen- 
tal issues. 

“Being in business for the last 26 
years teaches me that until something 
is done — signed, sealed and delivered 
— everything is just talk,” Sidell said. 

Daher confirmed he had discussed 
the properties with Sidell, but declined 
further comment. The possibility of 
Daher’s bidding for the KGR proper- 
ties nevertheless has ignited excite- 
ment among some participants in 
Lawrence revitalization efforts. The 
KGR properties are seen as important 
buildings in the Lawrence Gateway 
district, within walking distance of the 
city’s business districts and easily 


accessible from Interstate 495, less 
than a minute away. Daher, mean- 
while, is seen as a developer with a 
proven track record, known for invest- 
ing $1.5 million in an American 
Woolen Corp. building and turning it 
into a restaurant. 

“(Daher) has created the opportuni- 
ty for people to want to come back 
into the area and that is really what 
this is all about,” said Robert Halpin, 
president and chief executive officer 
of the Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council. The KGR 
properties comprise more than 
500,000 square feet of total floor 
space.
